^i ,,v h3ay"C/eiebrotion Committee and in co-operation 
with different political groups, the 52nd birthday 1 
of 8UBHAS CHANDRA BASU was celebrated with great \\ 
enthusiasm in Calcutta and its suburbs. From early 
morning till late at night the streets echoed with 
shouts of "Netaji Zindab.ad" raised by vast multitudes 
of people who were out to celebrate the occasion. 
Numerous gates decorated with portraits of Netaji, 
tri-coloured flags, flowers and foliage were ereoted 
at important strdet crossings. A large number of 
Probhat-pheries and band parties paraded the streets 
in the morning.

1. Resolved that the P'n Asiatic Federation do undertake the 
publication of an Asiatic Directory. 

2. Resolved that a weekly called Asiatic Times be started forth- 
with and that a Limited Company be floated for starting "Asiatic 
News" to cater real news about Asia to the world. 

3. Resolved that a Conference of Ayurvedic, Unani and Sidha 
Phyeicians and Pandits and Doctors of Asiatic countries be called 
to evolve an Asiatic Pharmacopoeia and prevent the exploitation of 
Asia by the Allopathic medicinal system. 

4. Resolved that the Indian Economic policy be so framed as to 
fit in with the coprosperity scheme of Asiatic countries. 

5. Shis conference notes with regret that civil liberties are 
crushed and repressive laws are forged by the Indian Government with 
more severity thaJlthe erst while alien Bureaucracy. 

6. This Federation is of the view that Prohibition iB fore-doomed 
to failure and opines that people cannot be made good by legislation. 
The Federation strongly urges on the Government at least to post- 
pone Prohibition till better conditions prevail and financial sta- 
bility is established on sound economic basis.

CultivateSpirit Of Surendranatli 

An advice to the present generation of students to read the 
lifework of Surendru Nuth Banerjee who first roused the politi- 
cal consciouBneM of the Indian people, was given by Sj. Sarat 
Chandra Bose presiding at a largely-attended meeting held on 
Friday at University Institute in connection with Sir Surcndra- 
natliV birth centenary. The meeting was organised by the 
Indian Association. 



SJ. Bose stressed that character and 
discipline were the two things moat es- 
sential for success of any mission in life. 
„This, he pointed out, wafc amply illus- 
trated In the'" long record or Surendrn 
Nath's distinguished services In the cause 
of tho country. Students would profit 
by these leasons. 

He regretted that the Congress leader- 
ship had been satisfied with the grant of 
| Dominion Status and Wanted It to ho 
1 accepted by the country as Independence. 
But when Surendrn Nath wanted Domi- 
nion Status ho was condemned by many 
Congress lenders and dubbed ns n mode- 
rate, remarked SJ. Bose. Hurondva Nath 
by his uncomprlslng fight annulled Ben- 
gal partition And to-day they saw the 
pitiable picture of a divided Bengal and 
divided India :

r All his life, SJ. Bose continued, Suren- 
dr# Nath raised his mighty voice of pro- 
test. against all "black, laws" and Ordi- 
nances Interfering with people'8 civil 
rights and fought for their repeal. Bri- 
tish Imperialists were ruthlessly con- 
demned by all whenever such repressive 
measures were promulgated. People re- 
fused to tolerate them and started move- 
ments for their withdrawal.

As a matter of fact, I have already started writing to his paper 
and I hope it would be possible to establish a co-operation ol a 
mutually satisfactory character. 1 wrote of the. other paper, since 
I had the impression that you all stood near to it, or rather it. 
stood near you. Anyway the fact that a person mentioned by you is 
actively connected with it, is sufficient to cut out now the idea 
of of a co-operation of mine. This person and a close associate 
of his, have been most disruptive, harmful and mean and I' gather 
/ they are &oing about spreading stories and scandals. My only desire 
! is to keep away and aloof from such persons. This between us. 

I am keeping fairly well. A treatment which 1 etarted did 
me some good. Unfortunately I have had to break it for technical 
considerations. I am giving my best attention to resting again on 
my feet. It is not easy to make a start all afresh; one, however, 
hopes for the beet. I wrote to you for money, since i arrived here 
literally without a penny in my pocket or anywhere else and you made 
an offer yourself. 1 am able to live here for the present on 
account of the kindness of old friends. But I cannot draw on their 
kindness indefinitely or beyond an extent. 

I hope you are keeping well. I Bhall not fail to remember 
what you have said when the persona stated by you turn up. Please 
convey rny best regards to your fattier.

presidency provinces of Bengal, Madras and Bombay only had their 
salary at a gross sum of Rs 1,20,000/- annually and after deduct- 
ing the taxes and earned income relief they could take home only 
Rs 53,000/-, Governors of the provinces got much less. Now under 
Congress regime, in the hands of the most advertised socialist 
Jawharlalji, the governors would get fe 72.000/- only, it may 
be argaed that the former governors got a sum of Rs 19.000/- a8

If the General Manager of Tata Company asks 
from his employers a. net income of fe 72.000/- free of income-tax 
and the employers are to pay the taxes to government on the salary 
thus paid to the Manager, the employers will have fco pay to the 
government a sum not less than fc 5.95.000/- aB taxes. Then all 
other govemmait officers may also claim their salaries free of 
income-tax.

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I have been able to get the following information, 
which is quite reliable . 

1. The late Mr. S.C. Bose has left his testament with the 
mother of the child and it now appears that she was married to 
him. She has this testament with her and probably a copy of it 
can be had, but of course it is not quite easy to get it throu^i 
post. 



2. The child is now 4i yearB old. About the parentage of 
the child there is no doubt now on account of the great resem- 
blance which the child bears to the father, the testament and 
the confirmation of the mother of the child. 



3. The mother of child, now Mrs. Bose (former Frl. Schenkel)< 
hailB from Vienna and my wife (also a Viennese) and I were intro- 
duced to her by the late S.C. Bose in 1940, so that my wife has 
known the family for many years. We can say that this family 
belongs to those middle class families of Vienna, which command 
public regard and respect. 

4. The late Mr. S.C. Bose was a great friend of the family 
for many mary years; he lived there and was helped by the family 
at a time when he needed this help most. The family spared 
nothing to help him. 

5. After the outbreak of the War the father of this lady, 
after repeated requests of the late Mr. Boae, agreed to let 
his daughter work as the private Secretary of Mr. Bose and 
she worked for him very faithfully. At the end of the war 8he 
was imprisoned but afterwards set free. She was offered help 
from some quarters but she declined this help on account of the 
political antagonism which she knew to have existed between 
these quarters and the late Mr. S.C. Bose. At present she is 
living with her family in a very pitiable state. Her father 

is already dead. The grandmother and the mother of the child 
are sacrificing everything in order to keep the child alive and 
healthy, but in spite of it the position of the mother and child 
is precarious. They need immediate, help.

Of course my wife haB been helping her all this time 
and ehe will continue to help her as far as possible, parti- 
cularly as i hag« requested her to continue this help, but it 
is necessary that a more substantial help is rendered them.

"Major-General •" SHAH NEWAZ KHAN, and "Col.’' MAH BOOB, SARAT 
CHANDRA BASH put forward a proposal for the organisation of 
a new revolutionary party wiicn. BASU pointed out, would work 
on socialist lines and solicited the support and help of 
the Forward Bloc and I.N.A. It was also revealed that the 
party mirfit ttsso he called *AZAD HIND SOCIALIST PARTY" to 
whicn BASu had no objection. His proposal, however, evoked 
tremendous opoosition from the Binar group of the Fortard Bloc 
headed by SHILABHADRA. YAJHH and the Bombay g*oup represented 
at the conference by K.N.JOQLEKAR. YAJEE pointedout that 
as the Forward ^loc has been functioning in an organised manner 
and can be developed into a most powerful leftwing mass 
organisation on an all- India scale there is no justification at all 
for asking for the deaolution of the party or for a merger with 
another which is yet to be set up. YAJEE, JOGLEKAR and other 
opponents of BASIPS move invited him to join the Forward Blotf 
as its topmost leader. The majority of the important ex-I.N.A. 
Leaders present were non-oommital as to the attitude which the 
ex-I.N.A.peroonnel and their leaders would take regarding 
the formation of a new political party. The matter, thoy 
added, would be considered and a decision would be taken at 
the I .N. A. Conference now being held at Gawnpore (U.P.).The 
Bengal members of the Forward Bloc mentioned uUdhk above were 
however, inclined to support and join at the proper time, the 
BASU’ 3 proposed new party oven at the cost of weakening the 
existing organisation of the All India Forward Bloc.
